CHICAGO, May 19— (UP) — 
The Nation’s railroads and passen- 
gers, jolted by a sample of the 
chaos a nationwide rail strike 
could cause, were getting back to 
normal Sunday after a night of 
cancellations and delays which fol- 
lowed postponement of the rail- 
men’s strike. 

Passengers on dozens of crack 
trains, running hours late, still 
were confused about arrival times 
and connections with other trains. 

Hudson and Manhattan Railroad 
officials said that their workers, 
who struck despite the national 
railroad truce, started returning to 
work about 3:30 p. m. Sunday and 
that service for 230,000 commuters 
would be resumed as soon as suf- 
ficient crews had reported. 

Disruptions of service on major 
roads came Saturday when mem- 
bers of the Brotherhood of Rail- 
road Trainmen and Locomotive 
Engineers disregarded a Presiden- 
tial announcement of the post- 
ponement and quit work until 
they received official word from 
their Cleveland headquarters. 
That took from tWo to five hours. 

The majority of roads reported 
) Sunday that they were returning 
to normal service. 

New York City, where stop- 
pages had tied up traffic in the 
huge Grand Central and Penn 
Stations for hours, reported some 
train departures during the 
night as much as seven hours late. 

The Twentieth Century of the 
New York Central did not leave 
New York until after midnight 
and was due in Chicago Sunday 
about six hours late. The Pace- 
maker, all-coach reserved train, 
and the Commodore Vanderbilt 
also were running about six hours 
late. The Broadway Limited of 
the Pennsylvania Line arrived in 
Chicago one hour and 20 minutes 
late.

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Iran Attacks Azerbaijan 
On WideFront, Tabriz Says : 


LONDON, May 19—(UP)—Ra- 
dio Tabriz said Sunday night that 
Iranian Governmen. forces have 
attacked Azerbaijan and that 
fighting is going on at five points 
along a 150-mile civil war front 
between Zenjan and the Kurdis- 
tan frontier. 

Azerazaijan as a result has de- 
clared a state of war against Iran 
and has established martial law in | 
Tabriz with an 11 p. m. curfew, 
the Tabriz broadcast said. 

There was no immediate con- 
firmation from Central Govern- 
ment sources at Tehran. Radio 


Tabriz accounts of the fighting 
were reported by the London) 
press and the Swiss and Belgian 
radios.

But before the postpone- 
ment order could reach all the 
railroad workers involved, some 
traffic had been snarled or de- 
layed. By Sunday, however, con- 
ditions were apvout back to normal. 
LOOKS OVER SITUATION 

Sunday’s conciliation talks were 
described by one official as a 
“canvassing of the situation before 
we bring the two sides together.” 

President A. F. Whitney, of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Train- 
men, and Alvanley Johnston, of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive En- 
gineers had gone to Cleveland 
after negotiations were broken off 
last Friday. 

Upon their return here they met 
with Dr. John R. Steelman, Special 
Assistant .to President Truman. 
Then Steelman and John Snyder, 
Reconversion Director, conferred 
with the operators. 

No time was set for resumption 
of joint negotiations, but Steel- 
man said the two sides likely will 
meet sometime Monday, 

“Right now we are talking to 
eath side Yndependently, cativass: 
ing the entire situation,” Steelman 
told a reporter. “The conversa- 
tions are almost on ah hour-to- 
hour basis. The two sides will be 
brought together at the most ad- 
vantageous time.” 

Johnston and Whitney issued 
this brief statement after meeting 
with Steelman: 

“We held a meeting with Dr. 
Steelman this afternoon, reviewed 
the situation, and expect that 
steps will be taken for a meeting 
between the carriers and repre- 
sentatives of the engineers and 
trainmen Monday morning.”

Food Experts of 18 Nations Gather 
To Plan Reliet for Hungry World 


WASHINGTON, May 19—(4)— 
Experts from 18 countries, sryina | 
to overlook Russia’s “rather crip- 
'pling” absence, meet here Mon- 
day to see what can be done about 
a world fapd crisis that may last 
another five years. 

The conference will aim at an 
agreement among most major 
food-growing nations on: 

Making the best use of the 1946 
crop. 

Attempting to get the biggest 
harvest in history next year. 

Setting up an international or- 
ganization to deal solely with the 
specter of continuing hunger in 
many lands. 

The meeting was called by Sir 
John Orr as Director-General of 
the United Nations Food and Agri- 
culture Organization. It was he 
who told a news conference that 
“Russia is a little difficult;” that 
Soviet failure to attend was 
“rather crippling.” 

But the rest of the big agricul- 
tural nations, he said, must work 
out a long-range food program 
“tefore they cut a blade of grain” 
He urged a 


A message of greeting from 


President Truman will be read at 
Monday’s opening svussion. Ad- 
dresses are scheduled by Sir John 
and former President Herbert 
Hoover, who has just finished a 
world tour of famine areas. Com- 
mittees will work through the 
week. The final business session 
to approve their work and pass it 
on to FAO and the United Na- 
tions is set for May 27. 


The 1946 harvest will help meet 
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the immediate crisis, Sir John told 
newsmen. 

‘But FAO is concerned, he said, 
about what will happen after that, 
when diets of many peoples still 
are short of prewar levels, both in 
quantity and quality. 

Once the 1946 harvest is in, Sir 
John said, it must not be dissipat- 
ed. There must be decisions on 
how to distribute it equitably, he 
said, on how much to allow for 
animal and direct human con- 
sumption, and on how much the 
big producing countries are “pre- 
pared to give to the rest of the 
world.” He went on: 

“The conference will consider, 
I hope, what can be done to make 
the 1947 harvest the biggest har- 
vest in the history of the world, 
so that in 1947 the world can bé 
lifted out of hunger.” 

That involves difficult ques- 
tions involving seed, fertilizer and 
farm equipment, he said.

ASSURANCES SOUGHT 

If the mines should be seized, 
the government would want a 
commitment from the operators 
that they would manage the mines 
and from the UNW that its mem- 
bers would work for the govern- 
ment. 

One government official in close 
touch with the dispute predicted 
that Mr. Truman would order 
seizure of the 3,000 soft coal pits 
by midweek. This official believes 
that seizure is the only course of 
action left, inasmuch as both gides 
have said further negotiations 
would be futile and both have re- 
fused to arbitrate. 

In the event of seizure, Lewis 
probably would call the union’s 
250-member policy committee to 
Washington and put the question 
of working for the government be- 
fore that group. 

MAY REFUSE TO WORK 

The union has given no official 
sign as to what action it would 
take in case of government seizure. 
There have been unofficial indica- 
tions, however, that the miners 
would refuse to work unless a con- 
tract was negotiated with the gov- 
ernment as was done in 1943. 

The miners have been working 
since last Monday under a two- 
week truce ordered by Lewis at 
the end of a six-week strike. Sub- 
sequently negotiations broke down 
for the second time over Lewis’ 
demand for a union-controlled wel- 
fare fund.

Novelist 
Tarkington 


Dies at 76 


INDIANAPCLIS, May 19—(>)— 
Booth Tarkington, 76, twice win- 
ner of the Pulitzer prize for litera- 
ture, died Sunday night in his In- 
dianapolis home two months after 
declining health had confined him 
to his bed. 

The author of “Seventeen,” 
“Penrod and Sam,” “Wanton Mal- 
ly” and other novels and plays 
had been nearly blind for several 
years but he had been dictating a 
new novel in his last days and it 
was nearing completion. The book 
had not been named but concern- 
ed the people of a typical Ameri- 
can city. 

A nephew, Donald Jameson, 
said Tarkington died at 8 p. m. 
(Atlanta time), and+the direct 
cause of death, had not been de- 
termined. 

The funeral will be at 2:30 p. m. 
Tuesday in the Tarkington home 
here, where he spent the winters. 
He had a summer home in Kenne- 
bunkport, Maine. 

Tarkington was a sparkling fig- 
ure in the Indiana golden literary 
era which also produced James 
Whitcomb Riley and George Ade. 
Only Meredith Nicholson remains. 

Tarkington first won the Pulit- 
zer price for literature in 1919 
with the novel, “The Magnificent 
Ambersons.” When “Alice Adams” 
appeared three years later he re- 
ceived the award again. 

His first published novel was 
“The Gentleman from Indiana” in 
1899. He had written for eight 
years without recognition or re 
ward, and said later he had no 
real success until he turned to his 
native Indiana for subject matter. 

His volume of writing was pro- 
digious. He created the popular 
character of Penrod and wrote 
such widely read novels as “Gen- 
tle Julia” and “Seventeen.” 

A native of Indianapolis, he at- 
tended Phillips Exeter Academy 
and Purdue University and was 
an from Princeton Univer- 
sity. 

He wrote several successful 
plays, “Monsieur Beaucaire” being 
perhaps the best known, but al- 
ways considered novels his pri- 
mary work. 

His interests were not confined 
to literature, however. He drew 
many sketches in his youth and 
aspired to become an illustrator, 
but he soon gave up that ambition. 

He entered politics in his 30s 
and was elected to the Indiana 
Legislature in 1902 as a Republi- 
can. He soon acquired a reputation 
there as an insurgent. 

The price he paid for working 
18 hours and more a day was loss 
of his sight. He was troubled with 
failing vision for years and be 
came blind in 1930. Surgery par- 
tially restored his sight, but there 
after he dictated his stories.

Morrison and his colleagues 
were told the Japanese believed 
hara-kiri was honorable, but that 
if they were ordered to report 
by the Emperor, they would obey 
rather than face disgrace and the 
wrath of their dead ancestors for 
refusing to comply with a sum- 
mons from their ruler.

WASHINGTON, May 19—Conferees of the House and Senate have 
at last reached an agrement on Sen. Russell’s bill to authorize a per- 


The Committee’s compromise 
broke a deadlock of some three 
months. Both the House and Sen- 
ate took action on the bill in Feb- 
ruary and a Conference Commit- 
tee, on which G®orgia was repre- 
sented both from the Senate, by 
Sen. Russell, and from the House, 
by Rep. Stephen Pace, of the Third 
District, was appointed shortly 
thereafter. 

Some more delay is expected be- 
fore final action ig taken on the 
conferees’ report. It is expected to 
come to a vote first in the House. 
The Senate now has a Calendar of 
Legislation packed with such is- 
sues as the Restrictive Labor Law 
and the Extension of Price Con- 
trols, and it is unlikely time will 
be taken out immediately to con- 
sider the School Lunch Bill. 


BILL COMPROMISES 


Sen. Russell said Saturday the 
conference version of the Bill, of 
which he is the author, contains 
the following compromises: 

1. Originally authorizing an an- 
nual appropriation of not more 
than $100,000,000 for the program 
the House shaved off half this, 
authorizing a maximum $50,000,- 
000 appropriation. 

The full amount was restored in 
the Senate. The conferees agreed 


‘to put no ceiling on the appropri- 
ation but to leave the matter of 


funds up to the discretion of Con- 


ess. 
“This will enable us to appro- 
priate a small or a vast sum, ac- 
cording to necessity,” Sen. Russell 
commented. He said he indorsed 
the compromise. 

2. The House cut out of the 
original bill an appropriation of 
$15,000,000 to be used by the UV. S. 
Office of Education to purchase 
materials and equipment for the 
betterment of the program 
throughout the country. The Sen- 
ate restared it. The conferees 
agreed to authorize an appropri- 
ation of $10,000,000 a year, the 
expenditure of the money to be 
administered by the Department 
of Agriculture. 

PERMANENT STATUS 


The Bill is designed to give the 
School Lunch Program permanent 
status in law. Heretofore, the pro- 
gram has been authorized on a 
year-to-year basis. The Junior Sen- 
ator from Georgia has consistently 
sponsored the legislation in Con- 
gress. 

Increased funds for initial oper- 
ations of five-year forestry re- 
search plan and investigation of 
forest diseases have been written 
into the Agricultural Appropri- 
ations Act of 1947 by the Senate 
Committee on Appropriations. 
Georgia will be one of the biggest 
beneficiaries of the funds, if they 
are finally approved. 

Among those who testified be- 
fore the Subcommittee on Agricul- 
tural Appropriations, Sen. Russell, 
Chairman, in support of the new 
appropriations were Colin P. Kel- 
ley, President of the Forest Farm- 
ers Association Co-operative, of 
Valdosta, Ga., and Paul Shoen, 
Executive Director of the same 
organization. 

The Senate group added $250,- 
000 to the House-approved total of 
$480,000 for the first year of the 
so-called five-year plan for experi- 
mental forests and ranges in the 
South and nation, a plan long ad- 
vocated by the Forest Service of 
the U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture. 


11 GEORGIA FORESTS 

Eleven of the experimental for- 
ests to be included in this plan 
already have been established and 
are in operation in Georgia. 

The Russell subcommittee also 
added $80,300 to the House-ap- 
proved $291,000 for the investiga- 
tion of forest diseases and methods 
to éontrol them. 

Of this amount, a total of $25,- 
000 was earmarked for investiga- 
tion of the little-leaf disease of 
pine which Forestryman Shoen 
told the committee “continues un- 
checked, threatening destruction of 
the shortleaf-loblolly pine forests 
of the Piedmont sections of Geor- 
gia, Alabama, Virginia and the 
Carolinas.” Another $25,000 was 
earmarked for investigation of the

Atlanta’s typhus fever control 
program has been in effect six 
months under the direction of the 
City Health Department and 13 
city blocks in the downtown area 
a have been ratproofed, Staf- 
. Graydon, Health Engineer, 
reports. 
A total of 113° premises have 
been ratproofed and 244 premises 
have been -inspected in the area 
from which most typhus infection 
originated. The work covers the 
area bounded by Five Points and 
extending northward to Carnegie 
Way and east from Spring to 
Pryor streets. It will be extended 
to other sections as rapidly as pos- 
sible. 
Graydon praised property own- 
ers for their co-operation asserting 
that a vast majority welcome the 
opportunity to effect savings by 
stopping rat depredations and by 
eliminating the danger of typhus. 
Under the law, owners have the 
option of having the work done by 
private contract or the Health Di- 
vision will make the necessary in- 
stallations at cost, Most prefer that 
the city perform the work. 
Typhus is spread by the rat flea, 
and elimination of rats eliminates 
the disease, experts say. 
Graydon said an accelerated 
program will extend throughout 
the business district, and that con- 
tinued co-operation of owners is 
anticipated.

The refugees were not allowed 
to mingle with the throng at the 
dock, but as they passed by, most 
were grinning broadly, despite 
their obvious weariness. 

Among them were 86 pregnant 
12 infants in arms. 
Most were in excellent health, 
doctors reported. Nearly all the 
passengers were young—in their 


twenties or thirties—and the ma- 


jority of them came from Poland, 
Czechoslovakia and the _ Baltic 
countries. 

The ships arrived under escort 
of the British destroyer “Char- 
ity.” The “Fede,” carrying 567 
passengers, was towed by the

Within a short time already 
severe shortages in building materials will 
become worse. Stcel, which is the back- 
bone of our industrial structure, will be 
cut off. Transportation will cease. 

If, on the other hand, contracts are 
made, the life-blood of the nation will be-

A Symbol 
Of Life---and More 


Saturday morning I was in the quiet chapel 
at Berry School, a few miles out of Rome. 
| A memorial to the soldier dead of that school 
was soon to begin. 

On the hour the students began their traditional march to the 
chapel. I had seen it before. Colorful it was, as before. 

But this time there was something different. 

There marched with them the returned servicemen now back 
at school. They wore the uniforms of sergeants, of privates, of 
naval seamen and of officers. 

They had put them on for this servicé honoring the 51 students 
of Berry who had not come back—51l young men who slept in the 
“islands of the Pacific, in European fiélds or in the depths of the sea. 

They went marching in and took their seats with the others. 
On every other day they are of the others. This day their uni- 
forms put them apart. 


Pla ue I paused to read a plaque in the entry way. It was 
q in memory of the 10 men from the school who had 
died in World War I. | 

Now we solemnly were on our way in to pay tribute to 51 dead 
in World War II. 

I could not help but think, as I walked slowly up the aisle, 
of a third plaque on the wall listing the honored dead in World 
War III. And I knew, thinking of the many terrible weapons 
made known and others not yet revealed, that such a piaque would 
contain many more than 51 names. 

So, we séated ourselves. The choir sang, beautifully and with 
a deep, throbbing harmony, one of the old anthems asking mercy 
of God. 

Words were said. 

The most beautiful of these were by the students in uniform. 
They spoke of the men who had played and lived with them at 
school; of those who had walked the old ways with them about 
the campus; of those who had’ gone out with them across the seven 
seas to fight for justice and freedom and for the dignity of man, 

It was deeply moving in its simplicity. 


Parents Near the close of the program there was a presenta- 
tion of bound copies of the memorial message to each 
boy, dead for his country. 
Now and then a lone father or mother stood and came forward. 
Now and then a sister, wife or brothergcame to receive it. 
But mostly it was mothers. 
Berry School is a schoo] of the people. 


To it come the boys and girls who can work their way through 


at farm or dairy or kitchen. 

They are the sons of people who must sacrifice for their children 
and have help from the children themselves to get an education and 
a foothold in this modern world which requires more knowledge 
than ever before. 

I never like to reveal personal emotions on this page or any- 
where else. But it was with the utmost difficulty I sat there under 
control as patient mothers, their faces and the droop of their shoul- 
ders showing how much of a burden the death of a son had been, 
came up with courage. Most of them managed a faint smile, but 
always when they turned away the smile was gone and the black 
wing of sorrow had touched their faces. 


Meaning I could not help thinking, as I sat there with bowed 
head, hardly daring to see them come forward for 
their symbol, that even at that hour selfish men of the railroad 
management and of unions were letting their country in for a 
terrible period: were willing to bring on inflation and unemploy- 
ment simply because both lacked the necessary patriotism to put 
country first and reach a fair agreement. 

I could not help but think of John L. Lewis and the equally 
arrogant mine owners willing to let the country suffer rather than 
make an honest effort to put their country first. 

I could not help but think of selfish, greedy ones in Georgia 
who were trying to stir up hatreds and prejudices for the sake of 
votes: who were willing to wreck the future of a state and a people 
to win an election. 

I could not help but think that the 51 dead and their sorrow- 
ing people expect and deserve more of us than that. 

They deserve, out of their sacrifice, a people who will unite to 
make of this country what it can be, a great and good nation with 
equal opportunity and justice to all. A country in which there 
will be no one very poor and no one powerful in monopolistic wealth. 

And that. God helping us, is what we must make it, courageously 
putting down all those who put self first, who forget their country 
in their own greedy lust for power.

Work Started by OWI 
Must, Be Carried On 


WASHINGTON—In many parts of the world 
an iron curtain has been pulled down on news 
, from the United States. } 

Only the meagerest details of what happens here is passed on 
to the rest of the world outside of a few of the more enlightened 
nations, like Great Britain. 

Such news as is carried by the foreign press about America 
usually has the Hollywood ftlavor. It dramatizes some unusual 
incident or situation. Lynchings and the like form typical examples. 

The reason for this “iron curtain,” as it has been described, is 
two-fold. FifSt, the government censorship of news that exists in 
many countries. News items from the United States are often 
suppressed outright or are garbled in such a way that only half 
the story is told. 


The second reason is that news is too 
More Loosely Run often what an editor makes it. Foreign 
newspapers as a rule are far more loosely run than those in the 
United States, so that the editors select for print whatever pleases 
them, rather than something that constitutes important news. 


The British, who have long recognized the value of world 
propaganda in selling British goods and services, undertook to get 
around the “iron curtain” by sponsqring government-subsidized 
press agencies for the dissemination of news about Britain. Other 
countries have done the same thing. 

Only during the war and since have we learned the necessity 
of taking similar government steps if the story of the United States 
is to be put across with the rest of the world. 

The first effective move in this direction was made through the 
OWI (Office of War Information) during the war. As a result, 
we broke down many of the barriers which previously had existed 
against American news. 

In furtherance of the work started by OWI during the war, the 
Siate Department is prepared to launch a peacetime international 
cultural relations program, as it is called. It is designed to get 
beneath the “iron curtain” pulled down against us in many of the 
countries and offset foreign propaganda by disseminating factual 
information regarding our aims and activities. 

Mostly the Department, under the direction of Assistant Secre- 
tary of State William Benton, hopes to do this by voice broadcasts 
beamed directly to the countries we want to reach. 

But the program, meritorious as it seems, is meeting obstacles 
from two sources. First, the Lower House of Congress voted only 
$10,000,000 of a $19,500,000 appropriation that was asked for this 
purpose, thus cutting the program in half. 


: Next the Department has been unable to gain 
Denied News access to the main sources of news concerning 
the United States on which the program was to be based. 

For peculiar reasons, the two great press services of.the United 
States, the Associated Press and the United Press, have declined to 
sell their news reports to the government for this purpose. 

They have refused on the ground that it might open them to 
suspicion of coloring their news reports with government propa- 
ganda if sent out under State Department auspices. 


Three well-known editors appeared before the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee the other day to denounce the two press agen- 
cies for their action. They were Wilbur Forrest, of the New York 
Herald Tribune: Mark Ethridge, of the Louisville Courier-Journal, 
and Ralph McGill, of The Atlanta Constitution. 

Members of Congress were much impressed with their testimony 
that the State Department program is one that promises far-reaching 
benefits to the United States. All have recently returned frim 
extensive tours abroad. 

The State Department program appears to be a forward-looking 
scheme that promises to pay handsome dividends ‘in the future. 


The dividends will be not alone in good will throughout the 
world and a better understanding of the aims and aspirations of 
the United States, which has no imperialistic désigns. They will lie 
also in greater markets for American goods and a more wholesome 
respect for American opinion and the American way of life. 

Both Congress and the press services can afford to be more 
co-operative with a program that bears so much merit.

| The Flame 
In the Fields 


’ WAUGH, Ala.—On the McLemore plantation 
¥ +; east of Montgomery on the road to Atlanta, Price 
“* McLemore’s family had been growing cotton 
since the year 1815. They grew it in good times and bad, and some- 
times they prospered and sometimes they failed, and by the time 
Price, who is 37 now, got up big enough to know his right hand from 
his left, he knew that if anybody connected with cotton was to con- 
sistently prosper, there had to be found a substitute for old ways. 
He didn’t know the answer then, and he tried to forget cotton. 
He thought about being a soldier, and went to Marion Institute, 
to prep for West Point. But cotton still called him. He compro- 
mised. He would learn the cotton business from the manufacturing. 
end. He went to Tech a year, and to N. C. State, learning textile 
engineering. It didn’t work. Red land and white fields still called 
him. He tried to find an interest in other things. He learned to 
fly, and flew for a while with Doug Davis’ old flying circus. But 
he was still a cotton farmer at heart. He went to Alabama to learn 
business administration, figuring maybe he would get in the busi- 
ness end of flying. And that wasn’t the answer, either. So he 
gave up. He graduated from Alabama and came home to raise 
cotton. The year was 1930. 


Long before that time many a cotton 
Way To Compete farmer had figured out what he had to do 
to compete in a world market with the cheap cotton of other lands, 
and with the ever-growing ccmpetition of synthetic fibers. He had 
to increase his yield per acre, and he had to cut his production 
costs. The answer to the first problem was known. Building up 
the land by cover crops and erosion control. Planting heavier- 
yielding varieties. Beating the boll weevil with poison. But that 
was just half the answer. The big half was still unanswered. 

The crux of it was labor. How to get the land prepared, the 
seed planted, the young crop thinned, the grass killed, the poison 
sprayed on, the cotton picked? The old answer had been the man 
with the mule and the man with the hoe and the families in the 
fields picking cotton. 

Many mien had worked at the problem. A few better answers 
had been found. Tractors could plow, and plant, and cultivate the 
middies. Mechanica! pickers could pick. But in between there 
was the chopping and the thinning that had to be done,.the grass 
that had to be killed where it lay up close to the cotton. Only the 
hoe could do that. 

Came 1931. Mussolini was fighting in Ethiopia. Price McLe- 
more was reading his paper when he saw a picture of an Italian 
tank, with a flame thrower on it, spouting flame. He held a com- 
mission in the Tank Corps as a reserve officer graduate from Ala- 
_bama. But he didn’t look at the picture as a potential fighting man. 
He looked at it as a cotton farmer. He didn’t see a weapon to kill 
men. He saw a weapon to kill cotton’s great enemy—grass. He 
went to a shed and got a blow torch and lit it. He walked into a 
cotton patch and got down on his knees. He turned the flame of 
the blow torch on the grass and on the stalk of the cotton. The 
grass withered and curled with the heat. The cotton stood up unhurt. 


Flame-Weeder He worked on his flame-weeder for nine 


years. He built a hand model, and a mule- 
pulled model, and a tractor-pulled model. He experimented with 
nozzles and fuels and degrees of heat and angles at which the flame 
must strike the ground. He found out that 2,200 degrees of heat 
striking the ground at a 45-degree angle wouldn't hurt cotton with 
@ stalk three-sixteenths of an inch in diameter but that it would 
kill grass. Some it killed immediately. Some it seemed not to 
hurt—but three hours later or 24 hours later it lay as sere and 
brown as if it had been bitten by a heavy frost. 

The papers came down and wrote pieces about his flame-throw- 
ing cotton weeder. The AP picked up the stories. Folks came 
from all over. The big farm implement companies sent people down 
who came and looked and went away uninterested. But the ex- 
periment stations came, and went back to build models and test 
and improve them. 

They tried them out on cotton in Mississippi and on sugar cane 
in Louisiana, on corn in the Midwest, and sugar beets wherever 
it is they grow sugar beets, and on vegetables on the vast contract 
farms of New Jersey. They worked fine everywhere. 

But McLemore was not primarily concerned with sugar beets, 
and sugar cane, and vegetables. He was thinking of cotton. And 
one big problem still remained unsolved—how to thin cotton with 
fire. He worked out a simple device, a revolving wheel that every 
18 inches places a shielding cup over.a hill of cotton while a hot 
flame scorches the cotton beside it. It did a cleaner job than a 
hoe hand, at 10 times the speed. 

The war came and McLemore went off as a captain in the Air 
Forces. He stayed in five years, rising to colonel, with reports 
reaching him from time to time from the experiment stations that 
the weed-killing flame thrower was working better and better. It 
was ready for commercial use. But to bring his device out of the 
laboratory, so to speak, and put it to work, he needed help. There 
was the matter of patents, and licensing a manufacturer, and put- 
ting the fire-squirter on the market. He began to look around for 
@ man to help him. He found him in another colonel—Atherton 
Richards, of Honolulu, Hawaii, officer in the OSS and a one-time 
grower of sugar cane and pineapple. 


: Richards took over the task of getting for Mc- 
Great as Gin Lemore the first patent ever granted for an agri- 
cultural process. He got it, and along with it a citation which 
cheered McLemore no end. It said: “Your patent makes as great 
@ contribution to the science of agriculture... as the invention of 
the cotton gin, or the reaper.” 

But the first machines did not go to work in the fields for which 
McLemore intended them. They went to the cane fields of Louisi- 
ana, for sugar cane was critical and cotton wasn’t, and the cotton 
fields had to wait. 

They don’t have to wait any longer. A firm in Pennsylvania— 
headed by a Mennonite preacher—is making, or getting ready to 
make, five different types of cotton-patch flame throwers, from the 
giant 14-foot four-row job to a little fellow you attach to a single 
plowstock. 

The tung oil people, the citrus people, the folks who grow the 
new fiber, ramie; vineyard operators and corn and beet and vege- 
table farmers and the pineapple planters of Hawaii are all scream- 
ing now for a flame thrower built to suit their needs. They are 
all ta be made—13 different types of them. 

McLemore, holder of the patent as the first man to cultivate 
crops with fire, naturally will get a royalty on each one. Naturally, 
also, he should make himself a piece of change. 

But that isn’t what he was thinking about when he worked on 
his gadget all those years when nobody paid much attention to it. 
And it isn’t the big thing to him now. The big thing is he has 
found a way by which the South—the South which never could 
quite get cotton out of its blood—can grow cotton again in pros- 
perity instead of poverty.

Reclamation 
Program 


Contrary to the general impres- 
sion, the left wingers in this coun- 
try do not have a monopoly on 
the tactic of infiltrating into an 
organization in order to use it 
for their own purposes. Other 
kinds of wingers, and some with- 
out even hope of wings, are also 
adept at this practice. 


The most determined and most 
successful example of right wing 
infiltration in recent years con- 
cerns the National Reclamation 
Association, a non - governmental 
organization, which sprang from 
the great progressive movement 
during the early part of the cen- 
tury, and which was originally 
dedicated to furthering the recla- 
mation program of the Govern- 
ment. 


The goals of the Government’s 
reclamation program have been 
three: (1) the irrigation of arid 
lands; (2) cheap electric power to 
pump water onto these lands; (3) 
a limitation to 160 acres one per- 
“avd may own of such reclaimed 

nd. 


FOR YEARS, the Government, 
through the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion, supported by the Reclama- 
tion Association, marched toward 
these goals. In this fight, the As- 
sociation was to the Bureau what 
the Navy League is to the Navy 
Department. 


The benefits which. have accrued 
ito the nation through this co-op- 
eration of the Bureau of Reclama- 
tion and the Reclamation Associa- 
tion have been incalculable. Mon- 
uments to their activity include 
the Salt River Valley in Arizona, 
and the Yakima Valley in Wash- 
ington, both desert wastes before 
water was brought to the land, 
and now flourishing gardens sup- 
plying fruits and vegetables to 
the great cities of the Nation. 


Almost from the beginning, the 
reclamation program has been 
fought by two groups — the big 
landowners and the private power 
companies. The 160-acre limitation 
aroused the opposition of the ba- 
ronic land owners, although they 
were delighted at the prospect of 
the Government irrigating the 
thousands of acres which they 
held, thus enhancing their value 
a hundred fold, The private pow- 
er companies opposed the program 
because they considered cheap 
Government power as a threat to 
the excessive charges that their 
enepenys practices made pos- 
sible. 


AFTER losing battle after battle 
down the years, these two groups 
—the private power companies 
and the great land owners—have 


democracy is too relentless to 
divert by a frontal attack, so they 
have finally adopted that time 
honored maxim: “If you can’t lick 
‘em, jine ‘em, and use ’em.,” 


Utility job holders have joined 
the Reclamation Association in 
droves and they have become an 
influence so great that this once 
great progressive body is now de- 
nouncing as “Communistic” cheap 
public power and the 160-acre land 
limitation law—two of its three 
original goals. 

The epithet “fellow-traveler” 
was hurled at Harry Bashore, then 
Commissioner of the Federal Bu- 
reau of Reclamation, at the last 
meeting of the Association when 
he urged a continuance of the 
Association’s original policies. Mr. 
Bashore was taken aback by such 
a classification. He had been an 
original Bull Mooser, but not even 
a New Dealer. 


AND last month, Floyd O. Hagie, 
Secretary-Manager of the Associa- 
tion which is supposed to be fight- 
ing for the water users of the 
West, had the effrontery to urge 
rates for power from reclamation 
dams. 

Mr. Hagie has since announced 
his resignation, for which the water 
users of the West may be thank- 
ful. He now has a job that will 
permit him more openly to frater- 
nize with his private power 
friends. 

His successor should be chosen 
with care, for the private utili- 
ties, by trying to take over the 
Reclamation Association complete- 
ly, would be in a fine position to 
play Grandmother Wolf to Little 
Red Riding Hood public. They 
could push their reactionary 
schemes under cover of a name 
which, before the infiltration of 
the private power troopers, had 
won a reputation for liberal and 
popular policies. 

The aims of the utilities and 
those of the founders of the Asso- 
ciation will always be diametri- 
ally opposed. The Association, if 
it is to maintain its reputation 
unsullied and its strength unim- 
paired, must rid itself of the in- 
cubus of electric power and the 
incorporate firm.

Ballplayers 
And Unions 


Actors, these vain and precious 
dream - world creatures, having 
been unionized since just a little 
while after the first big war, I 
do not doubt that the professional 


ball players could be brought to- 
gether in some similar bund for 
mutual protection against the 
cruel whims and rapacity of the 
soulless corporations which _ op- 
erate the industry. They toil under 
some conditions which moan for 
redress, Squalor is hardly the 
word for their state, but their 
standard form of contract is un- 
fair, being a 20-year enlistment 
on the player’s part from the date 
of his first agreement but subject 
to cancellation on 10 days’ notice 
by the employers when an arm 
goes lame or the eyes grow dim, 
and always on the boss’s terms. 
Two such attempts have been 
made in the past, the brotherhood 
of ancient times, which started as 
a players’ fraternity and went into 
business as a league, employing 
its own members, and a feeble 
thing that came to life as a pro- 
test against the underpayment of 
the corrupt White Sox of 1919, 
uttered a few faint cries and was 
no more. 

The proprietors had the advan- 
tage of an emotional public opin- 
ion in ignoring this latter rebel- 
lion. For one thing, disregarding 
the fact that the greatest ball club 
to date had been paid coolie wages 
by a rich owner, Charlie Comiskey, 
who had bought a wide reputation 
for generosity at the expense of 
a few drinks, the patrons re- 
garded baseball as an almost sa- 
cred public institution and the 
players as priests of their cult, In 
fact, the players who threw the 
1919 World Series to the Cincin- 
nati Reds committed no crime for, 
notwithstanding diligent efforts to 
send them to prison, none of them 
was convicted. All they did was 
conspire in something which may 
have been our first industrial 
slow-down. The parties to the plot 
simply played bad ball and let the 
Reds win the World Series. Thay 
were to have _ received bribes 
from Arnold Rothstein, an illus- 
trious and well - connected New 
York thief, whose agents, when 
the players were committed, for- 
got to pay them off. 


AFTER the expose the conspira- 
tors were branded and banished 
forever from baseball as though 
they had been traitors to their 
country. A young Milwaukee law- 
yer named Cannon then took up 
their defense and revealed that 
these historic stars had received 
an average salary of less than $3.,- 
000. It became plain, too, that any 
player aware of the conspiracy who 
had gone to the front office to 
expose the plot would have been 
whispered out of the game by a 
conspiracy between the owners as 
a dangerous scandal-monger. Mr. 
Cannon _ fought noisily for his 
clients and so, while he never 
could win amnesty and reinstate- 
ment, he did establish in the 
minds of those : ho were willing

If unionism comes to baseball, 
and with whatever consequences, 
including the slow-down and sab- 
otage in the throwing of games ac- 
cording to the now familiar cus- 
tom of boss-baiting under union- 
ism, the owners will have some of 
themselves to blame. Not all, but 
enough of them, have been harsh 
and arrogant, mean in money mat- 
ters and completely ruthless in im- 
posing on the youth of great play- 
ers such as Dizzy Dean who used 
himself up long before his time. 

Of course, unionism will destroy 
the artistry, efficiency and enthus- 
iasm of the players and impair the 
spectacle for the customers, But 
the unionism of the last ten years . 
has had these effects in most in- 
dustries. The actors, to be sure, 
have not let down but then actors 
are queer and can’t under-act and, 
after all, their trade is not com- 
petitive with one troupe playing 
against another. They only try to 
out-play one another, and usually 
they do,
